Generals in each state 
have

commissioned, and orders have been 


given to call ibe recruits to Jhe col- 
ors. 


"Information from toe best sources 


indicates thai it he i>eople do not sup- 
port President Castro, but on all 
sides are heard expressions of a de- 
sire to revolt and overthrow the 
president's government as soon as 
the French blockade is declared. 


"A well informed Venezuelan told 


«ic that the troops will desert their 
I colors, as they have all been 
com- 


pelled to join the army, voluntary en- 
listment being unknown in Venezue- 
la. 
Puerto Cabello and La Gauyra 


are the only ports capable of making 
A slight defense. 
The former has 


two modern six-inch guns and the lat- 
ter has four modern six-inch guns, 
with the usual display of old Spanish 
pieces which 
would be blown 
to 


ipieces at the first shot. 


'•It is doubted whether President 


Castro can raise more than 16,000 
tnen who will take (the field with any 
show of spirit. The men are armed 
with Mauser rifles but they never 
practice shooting. They have 20,000,- 
000 rounds of ball cartridge and a 
few mountain guns. The Venezuelan 
navy consists of five small craft con- 
centrated at LaGauyra. 


"Well posted persons express fear 


that the French citizens in Venezuela 
will be in great danger if a war 
breaks out. 
President Castro is of a

itants of the country are at his mercy.

For Liberty 


Broke Safe at Dover and Fled On 


Train"No. 8

The .fugitives . are .professional 


cracksmen who ..about 3.15 o'clock 
this (Saturday) morning broke 
the 


safe in the Luddy and .Currier shoe 
factory at Dover. ."I he safe wla* blown 
open, presumably by dynamite, 
and 


the noise of the explosion reached the 
ears of the police. 


The officers effected an entrance to 


the factory, but the .burglar* had 
taken the alarm and fled. .They were 
traced to the Boston and Maine sta- 
tion, where they had boarded .train 
No, 8, tlie Bar Harbor flyer, over the 
Western division. 


This train runs exprec* to Exeter, 


but orders were telegraphed to hold 
it here and to look the doors of the 
rear car, on which the burglars were 
believed to be passengers. 


The train was stopped at this sta- 


tion, but the robbers took the alarm 
and vsihen the attempt was made to 
lock the doors of the car, they leaped 
to their feet, drew their revolvers and 
opened fire. One passenger was shot 
and the others shrank away .as t!ie 
desperadoes, threatening with death 
any who attempted 
to .stop -.them, 


walked down the'aisle and out of the 
car. 


The men 
ran the .instant 
they 


reached the ground and before * pur- 
suit could be organized 
had .disap- 


peared in the woods nearby. 


A posse .of deputy 
sheriffs .was 


speedily formed, .who, .accomapnied 
by a party of citizens of Rockingham 
Junction, at once began the 
pursuit. 


As soon as the Dover officers reached 
here they, too, took the trail. 
The 


tracks of the robbers and murderers 
in the deep snow .were easily 
fol- 


lowed.

off toward that. town.

and to inspect, all trains arriving at

force was detailed to -the case.- 


Official news was received- here by

Africa none occupies a more peculiar 
position than doea Liberia, which owes 
lift birth to tbe effort* of American 
phUantarojtisis. and its continued ex- 
feioue* to th« mutual jealousies of cer- 
uin of th« Great Powers. As an ex- 
periment In the art of government of 
negroes by negroes on European (or 
rather American) line*, it has not 
been hitherto the lueceas which the 
American Colonization Society fondly 
hoped it would be when it sent over 
it* first batch of freed slaves in 1822. 
U baa had. since tbe days of Abraham 
Lincoln, the powerful protection of the 
United States, but the progress it has 
made is lamentably little. 
Happily. 


the bloodshed that in Hayti and else- 
where has disgraced black parodies of 
white men's government has been ab- 
sent from Liberia; the Liberian is a 
sober kind of man. has imbibed some- 
thing of tbe spirit of his Protestant 
creed, and has had the- Moslem Man- 
dingo and the Pagan Krumen to keep 
him in check. Nevertheless, Liberia 
has not prospered; indeed, the num- 
ber of Americo-Uberians, (including 
IB that term negroes from the British 
West Indies) is not more than 20,000. 
This small body of 
people, settled 


along some 350 miles of the Guiena 
coast, essays to control a territory of 
40,000 or more 'Square miles and a na- 
tive and warlike population of nearly 
2,000,000. Speaking English with an 
American accept, using English money 
aad keeping accounts in dollars and 
cents, having all the apparatus of the 
most complicated government machin- 
ery, 
the State 'has struggled on with 


a public debt which it could not meet 
and a trade which was allowed to stag- 
nate. 


But for fear of complications Ger- 


many would gladly have seized Liberia 
when the "scramble for Africa" began 
in 1884, while its neighbors, France 
and Great Britain, would, in favorable 
circumstances, have been ready to ab- 
sorb or share it. Not that either Eng- 
land or France desired to quench the 
"smoking flax" of a nascent civiliza- 
tion, but it seemed then not improba- 
ble that a condition of anarchy might 
arise in Liberia, whose government 
did not show itself conciliatory to its 
powerful neighbors. Lying between the 
British colony of Sierra Leone and the 
French colony of the Ivory Coast, Li- 
beria, from the commercial standpoint, 
at least, has been an eyesore, for in its 
virgin forests— covering fully 
25,000 


square miles — there is an almost inex- 
haustible supply of rubber and timber 
trees. 
Its strategic position on the 


route between Western Europe and 
South Africa would, too. give it great 
importance if in the hands of a strong 
naval power. These circumstances ex- 
plain the interest shown in this petty 
State by the nations of Europe. France 
as the predominant power in that part 
of West Africa, sought by frontier rec- 
tifications to limit the area of Liberia. 
only. to flnd herself involved in a dis- 
pute with the United States. 
That 


was in 1887, When, on the report of 
"French aggressions" reaching Wash- 
ington, the American government in- 
formed France that the United States, 
ns a result of their "quasi-paternal re- 
lationship," were the "natural protec- 
tors" of the independence of Liberia. 
It would have been better, perhaps, 
had America annexed Liberia, but 1SS7 
was before" the days of American irn- 
lierialisra. 


T .ie chief hindrance to commerce is 


the lack of means of transport, cou- 
pled with the present inability of the 
Liberian government to maintain its 
' authority among the savag* forest 


tribes, soroo of whom are cannibals. 
But tbe African, if justly treated, is 
usually placable, and it should not be 
a matter of great difficulty to establish 
frit .dly relations with the tribes. The 
M( hammedan Mandingo are already 
eager traders. As to transport, there 
dots not seem any reas6n why the 
Sierra Leone railway should stop short 
as it dv,v's. at the Liberian frontier. If 
the- liiu- were carried 
on some 100 


miles in Liberian territory in a south- 
westcily dneotion till it reached the 
St. Paul river — a task of no engineer- 
ing difficulty — it would tap a rich rub- 
ber forest, which has the doubtful ad- 
vantage of being almost uninhabited. 
It would then also be possible, by 
means of canoes on the St. Paul river, 
to reach a very wide forest ' area In 
the north. Eventually the railway 
should be brought down to Monrovia, 
tho capital and chief port. It would 
further l>c to the advantage of Liberia 
if a financial control could bu estab- 
lished, such as that exercised by tho 
Powers over the finances of Greece. If 
A Gorman representative were on the 
commission so much tho better. 
In 


ail these matters 
nothing need 
or 


should be done to hinder toe highly 
Interesting experiment of self-govern- 
ment on modern lines by an African 
propU>.— Pall Mnll Gazette.

Some time after midnight, burglars 


entered the office of the Luddy 
and 


Currier Shoe Company at Dover and 
blew open the safe. The break was 
later discovered by the police, who 
began to chase up the matter, first 
sending out a notice of the break to 
all surrounding towns. 


When the Bar Harbor Express, due 


in -[hat city, arrived about half-past 
five, the train slowed down in pass- 
ing through the station and two men, 
one with a coat on his arm and the 
other with a grip jumped onto the 
train. 


A description was sent to Rocklng- 


ham Junction with instructions to 
hold up the express and search the 
train for the two strangers. 


As soon as the- train—was at a 


standstill. Conductor Howard Reeves, 
with Baggag^ ?«astcr •: T Eraekett, 
Gate Tender James Donovan 
and 


Night Telegraph 
Operator 
'Howard 


Whidden entered the smoking 
car 


and passed along through the passen 
ger coaches until they came to the 
two men who tallied with the tbe de- 
scriptions sent from Dover. 


Conductor Reeves addressing them, 


said, "Have you a grip?" 


"Yes," replied the younger ot the 


two. 


"Let 
me see 
It", 
commanded 


Reeves. 


The man held up the grip. 
"Now, 
have you a coat?" Inquired 


the conductor. 


The other man held up the coat. 
Reeves then ordered them to put 


on their coats, as they were to be 
detained at that station. 


Tbe men appeared agreeable and 


quietly put on their coats, 
but 
as 


soon OB they got them 'on, one of 
them sheuted. "Hold up your hands 
everybody!" 


The passengers, 
who were half 


asleep, and the railroad men at first 
thought it was a bluff and did not obey 
the command. 
Again, one of 
the 


men shouted, In a louder voice. "Hold 
up your ban*1*!" at the same time dis 
charging 
his 
revolver, 
while 
his 


chum held his revolver in thew air. 
H« did not fire, but made for the ot'j 
er end of the car. 


Everybody then crowded 
between 


the seats, the burglars 
making for 


the doors. 


In the car was an Italian 
named 


Gossepi Glmpa. 
He bagan 
to cry 


and shout, at the same time attempt- 
ing to make his escape behind one 
of the burglars. 
Just as he got TO 


the door, the burglar turned, pushed 
him back and holding the car door 
with one hand fired three shots at the 
Italian, one of which struck him un- 
der the right car, coming out under 
his chin. He fell on the car 
plat- 


form and died In a few minutes. 


The car was filled with smoke and 


nobody dared to move. 
Not a rail- 


road man or a passenger had a re- 
volver and that fact made It easy for 
the murderers to escape, 


By this time, the passenger* In the 


sleeping cars and day coaches had 
bc«n awakened by the cries and shots 
and ran wildly about the cars and 
orer the trackt. 
The greatest 
ex- 


citement prevailed. 


When the shooting ceaaed and the 


smoke cleared away, the passengers 
with fear and trembling crept from 
behind the seats and made (or the 
doer*, where they Ml orer the dead

taken on the train on which he met 
his death and delivered to Undertak- 
er Fleming, to await the arrival of 
Medical Referee Lance and County 
Solicitor Batcheldei. 


At half-past nine,, the 
county 
at- 


torney, Dr. Lance and The 
Herald 


reporter 
visited 
the 
undertaking 


rooms and there met the undertaker 
and Station Agent Nowell of Exeter 
who were looking through bis cloth- 
ing for some means of Identification. 
The following was learned. 


The man is about twenty-five years 


ot age, was dressed- in a,black suit 
without an overcoat, 
wore a blue 


scarf around his neck and an artificial 
pink in the lapel of "his coat. No tick- 
et was found on his person, but he 
had a baggage check reading from 
Calais, Me., to Boston, 
also 
thirty 


dollars in bills and some small 
change. 


In an inside pocket was a 
letter 


signed, "Your cousin, Pasquale Glm- 
pa, P. O. Box 351, Franklin, Mass.," 
and dated Sept. 18, 1905. 


There was also a receipt for one 


hundred dollars that he had lately 
sent to Italy and some more notes 
which indicated that he was not a 
poor man. 


He presented a pitiful sight as he 


lay on the stretcher, an innocent vie 
tim of murderers. His face was cov- 
ered with blood, and his neck, near 
the left ear, opened by the 
deadly 


shot of the burglar. 


Dr. Lance and Dr. Day of Exeter 


performed an autopsy and found that 
two shots had taken efl»ct, both, o 
them in the head. 


It is plain that the railroad men 


could have made a better job of the 
affair If they had notified the Haver- 
hill police' and carried the 
nlen 
to 


that city, where enough officers could 
have4 been on hand to have arrested 
the men without much trouble. 


If tbe men had been triken off at 


Rockingham Junction 
tHere 
would 


have been nobody but t'.ie gateman 
and telegraph 
operator 
to 
detain 


them. The chances are that the rob- 
bers would have shot either of these 
men if they had attempted 
-to hold 


them after-the train left the station. 
The men are now 
in 
a • desperate 


mood and care 
no mor* for two 


or more lives than they did for the 
life they took. 


The police and sheriffs will, how- 


ever, take no chances with them and 
will take them, dead or alrve, if they 
are cornered. 


Both men are well dressed. 
The

formerly slaves of the Indians, and 
adopted citizens.) is entitled in the al- 
'iotmen of land now taking place of

good for every man, woman and 


ch.VJ who is a "citizen" that is a mem- 
ber \of the na'ion. This fact has ten- 
ded to break uown the barrier of racial 


j preji-VJic?. 
Squaws have become so 


soughC. after 
as 
wives' that in the 


ChicktEaw nation, where every mem- 
ber of' ibe nation is expected to get 
360 acres of land, the marriage license 
has been \flxed at $1,000. 


The Inolan has receded. He avoids 


the towns and the railways just as 
naturally as the white man and the 
negro move toward them. 
There are 


towns in tho Indian Territory built by 
the negroes where an effort has been 
made to exclude the white man by 
Jaw. 
There are white towns in the 


Indian Territory where they have at- 


j tempted to exclude the negro by law. 
t In both cases the laws have been de- 
; clared invalid. But there are, acccrd- 


I ing to all reports, no Indian towns 


and there is no law that excludes the 
Indian. There is no need for such a 
law. 
They go back of their own ac- 


cord. 
When you see an occasional 


specimen in the town he appears like 
a stranger. 


According to the census of 1900 there 


were in the Indian Territory 52,510 
Indians and 36,870 negroes, and 302,680 


, whites. Though the negroes were then 


and are still perhaps in a considerable 
minority in the Territory, they were 
everywhere seen working in the mines 
laborire in the street, engaged in 
traffic in a small way. 
In South Mc- 


Alester one ol the large railway con- 
tractors, E. E. McDaniels, is a ne- 
gro. 


Popular opinion seems to be that the 


negroes have so far predominated that 
the natives 
have 
become csgroized. 


Negroes constitute about one-fifth of 
the population, and pay one-fourth of 
the taxes. 
Negroes have two banks— 


the Creek Citizens' bank, with a cap- 
ital of $50,000, and the Gold Bond bonk 
with a capital of $20.0'iu. Mr. Wash- 
ington, during his visit stayed with A. 
S. U Sango, pieslclrnt of the Creek 
Citizens' bank. Mr. Sango is a na i\e 
citizen. His ancestors came with the 
Indians from Alabama.

ic* Unknown In Japan. 


Men often ask me aoout the spurt 


obtaisiablf in Japan, and so wSUi if- 
;-l>ect to this it may not conic aiiiiss 
!f '. here explain, says a Tokio corr*i- 
pon«!ent ol the London Field. HuDtinx 
BiK-h as the people of England and Ira- 
land understand U by that term is ab- 
solutely non-existent in the &"d ot 
the Mikado. Foxes, deer and hares are 
plentiful enough, but Japan's natural 
f-aiure-s and the methods of agricul- 
ture followed by Its farming classes 
ait> all, and most uncompromisingly, 
TOO. against it. 


Of candidates for the rifle Japan 


possesses quite a respectable numbt-r, 
among tbt-m being three species or 
b<-ars, the wolf, a specie of stag, an- 
other of antelope and. if it is possible- 
for an old Anglo-Indian to placa him 
in the same categoo". the wiM boar. 
Al! arc. however. s<-an-e. and getting 
scarcer yearly, and it certainly would 
not pay any one to make extensive 
preparations for going in search of any 
of them, for. though the Aino, that es- 
tremelv hairy aboriginal 
of 
Japan, 


hunts them all most assiduously, lie 
\\ill ronder no assistance to a stranger 
to <!o likewise, and so for the Japan- 
ese hunter he is the most pitiful ot 
shikaris. 


And then, again, the slightest devia- 


tion by a. foreigner off the beaten track 
of foreign travel in Japan is more like- 
ly than not to lead to unpleasantness 
for him, for suspicion of foreigners and 
thoir motives is one of the leading ana 
v.-orst traits in the Japanese character 
Xct being sportsmen or traders in tn« 
same sense and from the same motive 
as the English-speaking 
people are 


they cannot understand why any on« 
should spend his time in pursuit of 
objects, which, to them, at least, brina 
no tangible results. 
To travel they 


have no objection, but only do so to 
see places of interest and with somt 
very definite object in view, such ai 
for thf spying out of a foreign land 01 
for the gaining of knowledge upon a 
special subject, bin never for sport. 


To revert, however, to tha wild 


game of Japan, it is a pity indeed that 
matters are as dssmbed, for the bears 
of the land are unique, r.3 well from 
the point of view of the enormous size, 
strength and fierceness of one species 
as from the diminutiveness of another. 
The first is a great carnivorous brute, 
a sort of grizzly, which makes nothing 
| of killing and carrying off a fourteen- 


j hand pony. Next to him comes a biacli 


I beast very much like the sloth bear ol 


India, and last of all a diminutive lit- 
tle brute scarce larger than a good 
sized spaniel, exceedingly shy and sel- 
dom seen. 


The wolves of Japan are scarce, cov.-. 


ardly and of little account, and found 
now only in the extreme northern part 


I of the empire. The stag Is about the 


size of and in mak?. shape and hatits, 
too, 
like the fallow deer of England 


and Scotland. 
The little Japanese an- 


telope must be a very near relative, 
indeed of the jingle bakri of India, 
possessing as he does, the same gener- 
al appearance and shy habits. 


The wild pig of Japan appears to ba 


a domestic pig run wild, indeed. 1 
have £.c-en herds of Manchurian and 
Mongolian swine, great black hairy 
beasts, driven through the streets 01 
Peking, of a far wilder and flercei 
breed than any wild pig I have come 
across in Japan 
The boars there are, 


however, of a fair size, but never so 
tall on the legs nor with such fine 
tusks as the junkly sooar of India. To 
tide one of them down, as we do his 
brother, would be an impossibility, for, 
as it would be the case in hunting, so, 
too, in this sport, the nature of the 
country woilld bo all against any on« 
attempting to do so.

WOMEN WOHSETHAN MEN 


When Demand* Refuted They R««ort 


to Blackmail—Letter* Often H«ld 
For Several Days to Punish Re- 
fractory 
Tenants-—Relations 
Of 


Servants to Concierg*. 


Thf re is, perbaps. no class of indi- 


vidual in 1'aris who is so despised and 
so railed at as th« coacierges^-unless. 
perhaps, ii be the-"cochers" and even 
thc«»- would only come second on the 
hi;. 


The concierge in Paris corresponds 


in a certain degree u> the caretaker of 
London flats, but he in no way re- 
sembles that worthy and decorative 
personage. 
He is the agent of the 


landlord, whose sole interests he is 
bound to represent with regard to the 
inhabitants of the building. His duties 
are to show empty flats to prospective 
tenants, to collect the rent four times 
a >var for the landlord, and to deliver 
letters three times a day at the door of 
oath tenant. 
Besides thia, the con- 


cle:ge must keep the staircase clean, 
light the gas in summer and winter 
when necessary-, and "pull the cordon" 
—that is to say, press the automatic 
button to open the street door after 
dark each time the bell is rung from 
outside. 


The concierge is housed free, and is 


paid by the landlord some nominal 
sum, which js, generally speaking, not 
sufficient for a family to live upon. For 
(hat reason "Monsieur le concierge,' 
as a rule, has some outdoor employ- 
meat, leaving "Madame la concierge' 
to icign in the ledge, and, as it is to de 
presumed that the very worst of all 
feminine charaeteristks are mere spe- 
cially developed in a concisrge's life, 
'•J.Iadamc" is far worse than "Mon- 
eiciir." 


She has a perfectly abnormal groed 


for tips, ant! when these things fall 
to raise her budget in the necessary 
proportion, she makes it her business, 
by lair monr.s or foul—more usually 
by foul—to find out the business of 
the tenants, to interpret their actions 
according to her own low standing 
and to turn the knowledge thus ac- 
quired into useful material for black- 
mail. Thus are bribes showered upon 
her in the vain hope that she will 
hold her tongue to the entire quarter- 
not concerning what one really does, 
but concerning what she supposes one 
does. It is almost impossible for any 
young woman—maid, wife or widow— 
who is not rich to hope for the good 
opinion of the concierge. And as all 
one's correspondence passes througU 
the lodge, there everything is read, 
and all post cards 
are 
learned by 


heart. 


Very often letters are kept back for 


several days to annoy or punish re- 
fractory tenants. If one lives on the 
fifth floor, and the fourth floor hap- 
pens to be empty, one may wait for 
one's correspondence for many days 
at a time, because Madame la con- 
cierge will find it too 
fatiguing to 


mount five'flights of stairs with the 
letters of a single tenant—and the 
filth floor tenant too. 


Each time one rents a flat one has 


to give a fee known as the "denier a 
Dieu" to the concierge. 
This fee is 


established upon the scale of one franc 
for every one hundred francs of the 
rental—that is to say, a rent of 1,21)0 
francs a year would imply 12 francs 
"denier," and a rent of 2,000 francs 
20 francs, etc. 
But this modest per- 


centage finds favor only among the 
poorer class 
of 
houses. 
The con- 


cierge 
of an 
ordinary Paris house 


would demand double and treble that 
amount, though, be it well understood 
the fee is customary, but not enforce- 
able 
by law any more than 
the 


"etrennes " Yet. when the figure of the 
"ctrenncs" or the "denier" is not to 
toie taste of tb? concierge, she soon 
lets you know. For she is absolutely 
shameless in the matter of begging. 


The lodge of the concierge is a han* 


py meeting place after working hours 
lot all the ssrvants of the house. Here 
the business and private affairs of the 
tenants are freely discussed and inter- 
preted, according to the lights of tha 
worthy people who discuss them. It 
Is rare that the servants come empty- 
handed—bottles cf wine, dainties trom 
the store cupboard, pieces of lace or 
material for the gowns of the con- 
cirtge's children, are brought as pro- 
yiliatory gifts, these artulss of course, 
beir.g levied from the flat. 1 he bonnes 
in their turn, a'e also the victims of 
thp ccncierge, for when they with to 
fro out at night the concierge will not 
"tirer lo Cordon" for them unless paid 
by the bonnes to do so, and when an 
unfortunate servant goes out at. night 
and forgets to "grease the palm" held 
out at the ledge the concierge finds it 
her solemn moral duty to warn tho 
irtstieKs of her servant's nightly out- 
ings.

RAILROAD sUIILT TO MUSIC. 


It Goes to Abomey In Danomey, One* 


Scene of Annual Human Sacrifices. 


Abomey. th* town in which Behaa- 


tln. King of Dahomey, lived, was infa- 
mous 16 years ago for the slaughter 
of human brings that took place there 
annually, says the Kew York Sun. 
Some thousands of m*-n and women 
were killed every year to win the fa- 
vor of the gods or to be companions of 
deceased persons in the other world. 
AH prisoners of war were thus sac- 
rificed and many slaves were purchas- 
ed from neighboring countries for this 
purpose. 


Then the French 
overthrew the 


monster Behauzin and brought peace 
jof mind to the million people whom 
] be ruled with a rod of iron. Five years 
] ago they began to build a railroad; 
which has now reached Abomey. me 
scene of the human sacrifices. 
The 


completed part of the railroad is 75 
miles long, and many hundreds of 
natives graded the roadbed for its ex- 
tension to the Niger river. The French 
have had some funny experiences in 
building this road. 


Jt starts from the port of Cotonu. 


and the French had no difficulty in 
getting the coast natives to work on 
the road, because they had been train- 
ed to work for nearly 10 years, hao 
become used to labor and liked its suo- 
stantial results. 
There was trouble, 


however, when the roadbed approach- 
ed the large native town of Walda. 
which is filled with delights that are 
dear 10 the natives. 


F.PVV Dahomeyans when they go near 


this tc-.vn can resist the temptation to 
make a holiday there. When the rail- 
road came within sight of Waida the 
workmen 
had 
just 
received 
their 


wages. Th-ey deserted to a man and it 
was certain that they would do no 
more work until they bad spent all 
their money. 


No effort was made to get the men 


back 
but 
messengers 
were 
sent 


through the country to ring bells in 
every settlement and proclaim that 
the French would pay good wages to 
women and girls to work on the rail- 
road. Within a day many thousaafls 
of women and girls were carrying 
baskets of sands on their heads to 
dump into a marsh across which the 
track was to be laid. 


The roadbed for the rails was thus 


built across the marsh and the women 
were retained 
in 
the 
service until 


Waida was reached, when the faithle33 
men suddenly became clamorous tcr 
re-eraployment. 
While the coast sec- 


tion was being built the inland part 
of the line was also started, but under 
different labor conditions. In ilu in- 
terior the natives had not learned to 
work for the white man and they 
would not enter his service until their 
chiefs brought pressure to bear upon 
them. 


A goodly sum was premised to each 


chief if he could guarantee to su:»;Iy 
a certain number of men. In this way 
sufficient labor 
was procured. 
The 


chk-fs were held responsible, for the 
faithfulness of their men. The laborers 
were well paid. But it took some time 
to train the. men for this hard VDT-K. 
Their native music seemed to provide 
the stimulus they needed and so scores 
of musicians with tam-tams or drums, 
herns and other squeaky instruments 
were employed. They distributed mu- 
sic all along the line. The blacks s:;ru- 
ed to forget their fatigue wh-en the 
music struck up and so the tam-tams 
ajid horns helped railroad extension all 
the way to Abomey.

In those early troubled times Yid- 


j dish was not only tha spoken language 
but the channel through which all the 


j treasures 
of 
the Hebrew literature, 


I reached the masses, especially the wo- 


men, giving them new life and en- 
couraging them to ca: ry en their bur- 
den and cherish their licpc as a na- 
tion. The Bible and ether sacred and 
moral-becks were translated into'Yid- 
dish, and many a pocr Jewish wo- 
man's heart throbbed with bliss and 
happiness at the reading cf her na- 
tion's past greatness and future glory.

Should b« Polished Weekly. 


Much of the bamboo furniture la 


Improved by washing with cold \vfi- 
ler and soap. The wicker furniture 
of the unstained variety should be 
regularly scrubbed with the brusih. 
And if kept clean in this way It \\111 
maintain its state of beauty and use- 
fulness much longer. 


The mahogany table with tha or- 


dinary stains can be cleaned with 
tepid water and soap oa a soft cloth. 
After washing, the table should bo 
thoroughly dried and then rubbed 
with a clean flannel and a little Un- 
seed oil or crude petroleum., Only a 
few drops of the oil should be used 
at a time and they should be thor- 
oughly rubbed in until tho surface 
shines without a suspicion of greasi- 
nes3. 


If a piece of furniture has not 


been polished for a long tlnio it will 
take several applications at Intervals 
of a few days to make the wooj 
glossy and smooth. But the labor lu 
amply rewarded finally by the well 
cared for and highly polished finish 
it acquires.
